The pension must first be found to be 
all riirlit by the appropriate evidence, 
which is compared with the muster rolls 
and the records in the war department. 
It goes through a number of hands, and 
if found all right a requisition for its pay- 
ment must go through thirteen bureaus 
before it can be paid. In the first place 
you know, there must DO a fund appro- 
priated by congress for the payment of 
the class to w hich it belongs, and tho 
appropriation must lie available before 
the requisition will bo made. Then il 
must be drawn up and signed by the 
commissioner of pensions. From him it 
goes to the secretary of the interior, who 
signs it and sends it to the comptroller of 
the treasury. The second comptroller 
signs it and sends it to the third auditor 
who looks it over and passes it on to the 
warrant division. From here it goes to 
the register of the treasury, who in turn 
the di- 



ll of i 
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right it is then presented to the Ui 
States Treasurer lor his signature. Hav- 
ing been signed it goes hack to the di- 
vision of accounts to be registered, then 
then to the register of the treasury for 
his signature, then to the division of ac- 
counts again for mailing to the deposi- 
tory of the pension agent who is to pay 
the claim, ami another note must be sent 
informing the agent that the money is 
placed to his credit here for payment. 
This is the modus operandi for eveiy 
pension claim that is granted, whether it 
be for $100 a week, as in the case of the 
wives of dead Presidents, or ?1 a month 
for the end of a linger. It will be seen 
that through it, it is almost impossible 
for frauds to take place, ns the books of 
all tbe thirteen bureaus tally and an 
omission or a mistake in any would be 
at once noted in the others. It requires 
from ten to fifteen duys to obtain the 
money on a claim, after it has been 
granted by the ottice.
